The  office  of  Attorney  General  James 
M.  Shannon  has  appealed  a  court  deci¬ 
sion  overruling  the  suspension  of  the 
detective  accused  of  using  excessive 
force  in  the  arrest  of  Long  Guang  Huang 
in  1985. 

At  the  same  time,  members  of  the 
Asian  community  continue  to  press  for  a 
meeting  with  police  Commissioner  Fran¬ 
cis  M.  Roache  to  discuss  his  decision  not 
to  appeal  that  same  court  ruling.  The 
Committee  to  Support  Long  Guang 
Huang  has  repeatedly  requested  a 
meeting  with  Roache,  who  has  so  far 
declined  to  meet  with  them. 

At  issue  is  a  recent  court  decision  by 
Municipal  Court  Judge  Theodore  S. 
Bakas  that  overrules  a  police  department 
decision  suspending  Detective  Francis  G. 
Kelly  from  the  police  force  for  one  year 
without  pay. 

Kelly,  who  has  since  returned  to  the 
department  after  a  one-year  suspension, 
was  accused  of  using  excessive  force  and 
filing  false  police  reports  in  the  arrest  of 
Huang  for  allegedly  soliciting  a  prostitute 
and  resisting  arrest  on  a  Chinatown  Street 
in  1985. 

While  Huang  was  acquitted  of  the 
charges,  Kelly  was  suspended  from  the 
force  following  a  hearing  conducted  by 
the  police  department.  Kelly  appealed  the 
decision  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  which  upheld  the  police  department 
suspension.  - 

The  Attorney  General’s  office  has  ap¬ 
pealed  the  Bakas  decision  in  the  state’s 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission  -  which  was  also  a 
defendant  in  the  case  -  partly  on  the 
grounds  that  Judge  Bakas  did  not  ade¬ 
quately  state  his  reasons  for  overruling 
the  suspension. 

The  Bakas  ruling  states  that  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  decision  was  “un¬ 
supported  by  substantial  evidence,” 

“violates  constitutional  provisions,” 
“was  made  pursuant  to  unlawful  pro¬ 
cedure,”  and  “is  based  upon  errors  of 
law.”

M.  Roache ’s  decision  not  to  appeal  Kelly  court  case. 
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Three  resign  from  new  council 
to  protest  flawed  voting  process

The  executive  director  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  and  two  newly-elected  members 
resigned  from  the  council  Monday  to  pro¬ 
test  alleged  violations  of  the  voting 
guidelines  in  the  recent  election. 

Resigning  from  the  council  were  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  Tarry  Hum,  the  council’s 
only  paid  staff  member,  Carol  Lee,  an 
original  council  member  who  was  elected 
to  die  board  with  the  highest  number  of 
votes  in  the  community-based  category, 
and  Howard  H.  Wong,  a  first  time 
member  who  was  elected  under  the  resi¬ 
dent  category. 

In  a  statement  released  Monday  to 
coincide  with  the  announcement  of  the 
election  winners,  Hum  and  Lee  declared 
that  the  “Improper  activities  they 
witnessed  at  the  voting  sites  undermines 
the  legitimacy  and  objectives  of  a  com¬ 
munity  election  process.” 

“As  a  result,”  the  statement  con¬ 
tinued,  “they  do  not  recognize  the  newly 
elected  council  as  a  truly  representative 
organization.” 

Hum  and  Lee  further  charged  that  ‘  ‘the 
first  day  of  voting  was  characterized  by 
blatant  violations  of  an  election  process 
such  as  candidates  filling  out  ballots,” 
and  “inconsistent  enforcement  of  elec¬ 


tion  rules,  including  people  voting 
without  proper  identification.” 

“When  candidates  and  volunteers  voic¬ 
ed  their  concerns,”  they  said,  “Yon  Lee, 
the  Mayor’s  Asian  Liason,  did  not  take 
any  action  to  address  the  complaints.” 

Yon  Lee,  who  agreed  to  monitor  the 
election  for  the  council ,  said  the  election 
committee  allowed  him  flexibility  in  en¬ 
forcing  voting  guidelines  because  it 
didn’t  want  to  make  the  voting  process 
overly  difficult  for  people. 

Hum  and  Lee  also  declared  that  the 
new  council  will  have  to  spend  the  next 
two  years  “reestablishing  and  defending 
the  CNC’s  credibility  in  the  community 
and  city-at-large.” 

They  said  they  fear  the  council  will  no 
longer  “represent  a  community-wide 
forum  in  which  different  interest  groups 
can  work  together.” 

“I  really  wanted  to  get  involved,”  said 
the  newly-elected  Wong  in  the  statement, 
“but  I  feel  I  cannot  sit  on  the  council  with 
a  clear  conscious  of  having  been  elected 
in  a  fair  and  proper  manner.  I  am  extrem- 
ly  sad  about  the  situation,  but  I  feel  it  is 
the  only  proper  thing  to  do.” 

“I  worked  hard  during  the  last  two 
years  to  establish  an  effective  and  ac¬ 
countable  community  organization,”  said 
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Four  council  members  lost  their  seats 
and  12  new  members  were  elected  in  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council’s  first  popular  election. 

Defeated  in  their  bids  for  council  seats 
were  current-members  Warren  Eng  and 
Suzanne  Lee,  who  ran  under  the 
“Community-based  organization” 
category;  Stephen  Yee,  who  ran  in  the 
“Interested  Other”  category;  and  Claire 
Ambrosini,  who  ran  in  the  “Resident” 
category. 

Because  only  13  of  the  21  appointed 
council  members  decided  to  run  in  the 
election,  the  new  council  will  include  on¬ 
ly  nine  members  from  the  last  one.  The 
original  council  was  appointed  by  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn  in  1985  to  allow 
neighborhood  people  to  address  issues  af¬ 
fecting  the  community. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  winners  in  the 
five  council  categories  as  well  as  the 
number  of  votes  they  received.  Each  can¬ 
didate  chose  to  run  for  a  seat  in  one  of  the 
five  categories,  which  were  developed  to 
assure  that  the  council  represented  all 
sectors  of  the  community.  CM  following 
a  name  means  Current  Member.

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Human  rights  activist  wants  the  world 
to  know  struggles  of  Vietnamese  people

Since  the  fall  of  Saigon  in 
1975,  thousands  of  Vietnamese 
have  fled  their  country,  leaving 
by  night  on  crowded  boats  to 
escape  an  oppressive  regime. 

Never  before  have  so  many 
people  wanted  to  flee  Vietnam, 
says  human  rights  activist  Vo 
Van  Ai.  Never  before  have  they 
felt  so  poor  and  oppressed. 

Founder  and  director  of  the 
Paris-based  Vietnam  Committee 
on  Human  Rights,  Ai '  spoke 


recently  before  the  Boston 
Human  Rights  Commission  on 
oppression  in  Vietnam,  where 
he  charges  that  some  500,000 
Vietnamese  are  being  held  as 
political  prisoners  in  an 
estimated  150  re-education 
camps  and  prisons  throughout 
the  country. 

A  former  leader  of  the  Bud¬ 
dhist  peace  movement  in  Viet¬ 
nam  during  the  1960’s,  Ai 
mounted  a  campaign  in  the  U.S. 


in  1969  for  a  non-communist, 
non-National  Liberation  Front 
solution  to  the  Vietnam  war. 

In  1985,  Ai  filed  a  formal 
complaint  in  the  United  Nations 
against  the  Socialist  Republic  of 
Vietnam  for  alleged  human 
rights  violations  there. 

He  is  currently  touring  the  US 
in  an  effort  to  let  the  American 
people  know  what  is  happening 
in  Vietnam  today.

The  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Cultural  Association  will  spon¬ 
sor  a  concert  and  exhibition  in 
memory  of  Chinese  composer 
Chiang  Wen  Yeh  on  June  4  at  8 
p.m.  in  Harvard  University’s 
Sanders  Theater. 

Chiang  Wen  Yeh  (1910-1983) 
was  born  in  Taiwan  and 
educated  in  Japan.  He  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  development  of 
modem  Chinese  music,  as  well 
as  Japan’s  most  successful  com¬ 
poser  in  the  1930’s. 

Although  he  returned  to  China 
in  1938,  his  work  was  banned 
there  for  30  years  -  during  the 
“anti-rightest”  movement  and 
the  Great  Cultural  Revolution.

ed  shortly  before  his  death, 
much  of  it  had  been  lost  and  his 
name  nearly  forgotten  by  then.

Wang.  Also  performing  will  be 
Lynn  Chang,  Mihae  Lee  and 
Ronald  Thomas  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  Music  Society,  as  well 
as  the  GBCCA  Choral  Society 
of  Dedham  and  the  Wellesley 
Choral  Society.

In  an  interview  following  a 
talk  he  gave  at  a  Boston  Human 
Rights  Commission  luncheon, 
Ai  discussed  the  plight  of  the 
Vietnamese  people  now  -  13 
years  after  the  final  American 
withdrawal  and  the  fall  of 
Saigon. 

Never  before  in  its  history, 
says  Ai,  have  so  many  Viet¬ 
namese  people  wanted  to  leave 
their  country,  explaining  that 
some  1.5  million  people  have 
left  the  country  since  1975. 

In  Vietnam  today,  he  says,  the 
“People  do  not  have  enough  rice 
and  the  corruption  is  very 
great.” 

“People  are  very  poor,”  he 
continues,  “very  unhappy,  but 
they  can’t  do  anything  because

they  don’t  have  international 
support. 

Recalling  how  vociferous 
Americans  once  were  in  oppos¬ 
ing  the  war  in  Vietnam,  Ai  is 
perplexed  by  their  silence  now. 

“Since  then,”  he  says,  “they 
do  not  raise  their  voices.  Now 
we  do  not  have  peace  or  freedom 
and  they  do  not  raise  their 
voices.  To  me  this  is  very 
funny.” 

‘  ‘We  hope  that  people  become 
more  informed  about  Vietnam 
and  raise  their  voices  for  human 
rights,”  he  adds. 

Ai  says  the  Buddhist  group  he 
was  associated  with  during  the 
war  “supported  the  Republic  of 
Vietnam,  but  we  didn’t  support 
the  military  regime.” 

At  the  time,  Ai  says,  his  group 
supported  the  idea  of  having  a 
South  Vietnamese  government 
that  represented  both  civilian 
and  military  interests.  “What 
we  wanted  to  have  was  a 
democratic  regime  to  struggle 
against  the  communists,”  he  ex¬ 
plains.  “It  was  a  great  pity  we 
could  not  realize  our  aspirations, 
so  Saigon  fell  in  1975.” 

“Looking  back,”  says  Ai  on 
the  American  involvement  in  the 
Vietnam  War,  “it’s  a  good  thing 
because  they  helped  us  to  defend 
democracy.  But  the  way  they 
engaged  there  was  wrong  -  to 
support  only  minority  groups, 
for  example,  military  groups. 


was  wrong,”  he  says. 

Those  protesting  against  the 
war,  Ai  suggests,  lacked  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  Vietnamese 
people.  “They  do  not  know 
about  the  real  aspirations  of  the 
Continued  on  Page .

served  as  one  of  the  most 
widely-used  resource  books  in 
Asian  libraries  throughout  the 
world.

Vietnamese  people,”  he  says. 
“We  can  see  now  13  years  after 
the  fall  of  Saigon,  the  people  are 
still  oppressed.  So  the  end  is 
wrong.” 

Ai  continues  to  hope  that 
someday  his  country  will 
become  “a  pluralistic  society, 
not  a  dictatorship,  not  a 
totalitarian  regime  like  we  have 
now.  But  in  order  to  do  that  we 
need  international  support,”  he 
adds,  explaining  that  US  support 
is  especially  important  now 
since  Vietnam  is  in  dire  need  of 
food  and  financial  aid. 

“The  United  States  is  very 
important  because  it  can  impose 
it’s  will,”  he  says.  “It  can  press 
on  the  Hanoi  government 
because  the  Hanoi  government 
is  very  poor.” 

At  the  same  time,  Ai  called  on 
the  US  government  and  Euro¬ 
pean  governments  to  accept 
more  Vietnamese  refugees  who 
continue  to  flee  their  country. 

A  published  poet  and  writer  as 
well  as  a  practicing  Buddhist,  Ai 
explains  his  activism  as  an 
outgrowth  of  his  Buddhist 
belief.  “The  thinking  of  the 
Buddhist  is  compassion  and 
knowledge,”  he  says.  “We 
have  to  save  people  from  suffer¬ 
ing.  We  must  have  compassion 
to  help  people  and  compassion  is 
action.” 

In  this  country,  says  Ai,  he 
finds  that  the  Vietnamese  people 
are  becoming  successful,  but  he 
is  concerned  that  they  don’t 
forget  where  they  came  from. 

“They  have  many  sucesses,” 
he  says.  “But  I  hope  they  do 
more  for  our  country. 
Sometimes  when  they  are  too 
rich,  they  forget  the  poverty  of 
our  native  land.  My  roll  is  to  call 
on  them  not  to  forget.” 

“The  hope  is  the  Vietnamese 
students,”  he  says.  “The 
students  have  the  will  to  do 
something,  but  the  older  people 
forget.” 

His  own  life,  meanwhile,  will 
continue  to  be  one  of  action.  “I 
dream  so  much  to  have  a  little 
house  and  write,”  he  says.  “But 
that  is  only  a  dream.  I  must  be 
here  to  continue  my  action.” 
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Gateway  Cities  budget  cuts 
draw  crowd  to  Faneuil  Hall 


About  1000  people  rallied  at 
Faneuil  Hall  last  week  to  protest 
severe  budget  reductions  in  the 
state’s  Gateway  Cities  program, 
developed  two  years  ago  to 
serve  immigrant  groups  across 
the  state. 

Funded  by  the  state  in  fiscal 
1987,  Gateway  Cities  provided 
$11  million  in  Fiscal  Year  1988 
to  support  332  programs  in  26 
communities  across  the  state. 
The  program  is  currently  serv¬ 
ing  an  estimated  50,000  people 
in  providing  English  as  a  Second 
Langauge  classes,  housing  ser¬ 
vices,  immigration  assistance, 
day  care  and  public  health  ser¬ 
vices,  among  other  things. 

The  gathering  at  Faneuil  Hall 
was  meant  to  highlight  the  fact 
that  the  governor’s  proposed 


budget  reduces  the  Gateway 
Cities  allocation  for  Fiscal  Year 
1989  to  $3  million  from  its  cur¬ 
rent  $11  million  level.  In  Boston 
60  programs  serving  about 
17,000  people  are  funded  by  the 
program. 

According  to  Lawland  Long, 
director  of  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council,  the  Quincy 
school  currently  has  four  pro¬ 
grams  that  would  be  affected  by 
a  reduction  in  the  Gateway 
Cities  budget,  including  funding 
to  support  ESL  classes  for  some 
30  people;  a  youth  program;  a 
parent  education  project  that 
helps  newcomers  adjust  to  life  in 
this  country;  and  a  course 
designed  to  teach  people  how  to 
serve  on  a  community  board.

Council  receives  some  $80,000 
to  support  its  programs  under 
the  Gateway  Cities  Program, 
Long  said. 

While  there  are  currently 
about  350  students  enrolled  in  its 
community  ESL  courses,  only 
30  are  being  payed  for  with 
Gateway  Cities  binding,  Long 
said. 

Still,  he  added,  “people  have 
to  wait  2  to  3  years  before  they 
get  in”  because  there  are  cur¬ 
rently  a  thousand  people  on  the 
waiting  list.

Means  Committee  and  the 
original  sponsor  of  the  Gateway 
Cities  legislation,  said  the 
senator  “feels  as  though  it 
(Gateway  Cities)  has  worked 
well  and  would  like  to  see  fun¬ 
ding.”

The  decision  allows  Kelly, 
who  felt  that  the  disciplinary  ac¬ 
tion  taken  against  him  was 
politically  motivated,  to  collect  a 
year’s  back  pay  and  clear  his 
department  record. 

In  a  rally  in  front  of  police 
headquarters  on  Berkeley  Street 
earlier  this  month,  about  thirty 
people  protested  Roache’s  re¬ 
cent  decision  not  to  appeal  the 
Bakas  ruling. 

Sponsored  by  the  Committee 
to  Support  Long  Guang  Huang, 
the  rally  at  police  headquarters 
was  attended  by  a  coalition  of 
Asian  community  and  civil 
rights  activists,  who  called  on 
Roache  to  reverse  his  decision 
not  to  appeal  the  Bakas  ruling 
and  demanded  a  meeting  with 
him  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Chanting,  “Justice  for  Mr. 
Huang,  Stop  Police  Brutality,” 
the  group  walked  in  a  circle  in 
front  of  police  headquarters  , 
carrying  signs  that  said, 
“Uphold  Kelly’s  Suspension, 
Stop  Police  Brutality,”  and 
“Justice  For  Long  Guang 
Huang.” 

“This  was  a  very  important 
case  for  the  whole  city,  because 
it  represented  the  epitomy  of 
police  brutality,”  said  Barbara 
Am  wine,  executive  director  of 
the  Lawyer’s  Committee  for 
Civil  Rights  Under  Law. 

“With  his  (Roache’s)  decision 
this  past  Sunday,  we  have  taken 
a  step  backwards,”  said  Harry 
Yee,  president  of  the  Asian 
American  Lawyers  Association 
of  Massachusetts. 

Suzanne  Lee,  co-chairwoman 
of  the  Committee  to  Support 
Long  Guang  Huang,  said  that 
the  police  department  decision 
not  to  appeal  gives  the  message 
that,  “Police  can  go  around 
beating  up  innocent  people  and 
get  away  with  it.” 

Huang,  who  was  also  present 
at  the  rally,  said,  through 
translator  Vivian  Lee,  that  he 
was  “very  happy  to  see  that  the 
community  is  again  coming  to 
fight  for  his  rights,  which  are  in 
fact  everybody’s  rights.”

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Laid-off  garment  workers  seek  jobs 
outside  struggling  Boston  industry

If  jobs  were  more  abundant, 
they  would  rather  be  working  in 
one  of  the  city’s  garment  fac¬ 
tories. 

In  the  garment  shop,  you 
made  your  own  hours  and  work¬ 
ed  at  your  own  pace  because  you 
were  paid  by  your  output. 

It’s  not  that  they  don’t  like 
their  new  work,  say  the  three 
former  garment  workers.  No, 
they  like  what  they’re  learning 
in  the  retraining  program  -  they 
don’t  mind  preparing  food.  It’s 
just  that  they  would  rather  be 
sewing.  If  they  had  to  choose 
between  the  two,  they  would 
choose  the  sewing. 

Until  six  months  ago,  the 
three  women  seated  in  the  office 
of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  (CPA)  were 
employed  by  Andy’s  Sportwear 
of  South  Boston,  which  closed 
permanently  in  November  for 
reasons  that  remain  unclear. 

What  remains  clear  is  the  fact 
that  some  70  people  lost  their 


jobs,  including  Miss  Lee,  who 
has  been  in  the  US  for  five 
years,  Mrs.  Chan  who  has  been 
here  for  14  years,  and  Miss  Lin 
for  who  came  here  six  years 
ago.  All  of  the  women  have 
children  and  are  married  to  men 
who  work  in  restaurants. 

Since  being  laid  off  in 
November,  the  three  women 
have  been  moving  a  step  at  a 
time  into  a  new  occupation  -  one 
that  will  hopefully  offer  them 
more  security  than  the  city’s 
uncertain  garment  industry 
could  during  the  last  few  years. 

When  they  complete  their  job 
retraining  program  at  Boston 
University,  they  are  guaranteed 
placement  in  one  of  5  Boston 
hotels.  Many  of  their  friends, 
they  say,  are  moving  into  food 
service  jobs  because  of  the  city’s 
booming  hotel  business. 

Before  Andy’s  actually  clos¬ 
ed,  work  there  had  been 
unsteady  for  about  two  years, 
with  workers  being  regularly 
laid  off  and  rehired,  the  women 
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say. 

When  the  shop  finally  closed, 
though,  many  of  the  workers 
decided  to  seek  new  occupations 
for  a  number  of  reasons. 

The  garment  industry  is  not  as 
good  as  before,  they  say.  A  lot 
of  their  friends  are  facing 
similiar  situations  in  other  gar¬ 
ment  shops.  Even  if  they’re  per¬ 
manently  employed  now,  they 
think  the  shops  will  be  closing 
soon. 

Once  out  of  work,  the  three 
women  were  eligible  for 
unemployment,  ranging  from  a 
weekly  low  of  $36  to  a  high  of 
$100,  and  six  months  of  health 
insurance  from  the  International 
Ladies  Garment  Union. 

Because  their  husbands  work 
in  restaurants  that  do  not  provide 
health  insurance,  their  families 
would  have  been  without  health 
coverage  without  the  union’s 
help.  When  their  union  coverage 
expired,  Boston  City  Hospital 
agreed  to  offer  them  "health  ser¬ 
vice  if  they  didn’t  have  a  private 
plan. 

Eventually,  with  the  help  of 
the  union  and  the  CPA  Workers 
Center,  many  of  the  Andy’s 
workers  were  enrolled  in  re¬ 
training  programs  sponsored  by 
the  state  supported  Workers 
Assistance  Center  at  Bunker  Hill 
Community  College.  The  center

For  three  months  many 
Aiidy’s  workers  were  enrolled  in 
an  English  as  a  Second 
Language  course  for  four  days  a 
week  from  9  a.m.  to  2  p.m. 
After  taking  the  three-month 
course,  the  women  say  they  still 
have  trouble  speaking  English, 
though  they  recognize  more 
words  now;  they  can  understand 
a  little  more  now,  they  say. 

Two  weeks  ago  11  Andy’s 
workers  began  the  15-week 
retraining  program  at  BU  which 
will  teach  them  how  to  prepare 
food.  Another  17  Andy’s 
workers  are  enrolled  in  a  clerical 
retraining  program,  while  10 
more  -  mainly  older  workers 
who  don’t  want  retraining  -  con¬ 
tinue  their  ESL  course  and  will 
eventually  seek  work  on  their 
own.  Some  Andy’s  workers 
sought  work  on  their  own  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  shop  was 
closed,  the  women  say. 

While  they  say  they  are  more 
or  less  satisfied  with  die  govern¬ 
ment  aid  programs,  they  explain 
that  enrolling  in  them  sometimes 
involves  a  lot  of  time  and  strug¬ 
gle  for  the  often  limited  benefits 
they  receive. 

According  to  the  ILGW,  there 
are  still  some  1500-1800  people 
working  in  the  garment  industry 
in  Boston  now.  “Some  of  the 
places  most  likely  to  go  out  have 
gone  out,”  says  ILGW  educa¬ 
tion  director  Carl  Proper. 
“There  will  be  some  stabiliza¬ 
tion  in  the  industry.” 

Proper  says  that  low  labor 
costs  in  Asian  countries  continue 
to  be  a  factor  in  the  gradual  shift

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over  the  last  15  to  20  years  from 
US  made  garments  to  imports. 
“The  rate  of  increase  in  imports 
has  slowed  quite  a  bit,  but  it  still 
is  moving  in  the  wrong  direc¬ 
tion,”  he  says. 

Warren  Pepicelli,  manager  of 
ILGW’s  Boston  Joint  Board, 
says  that  many  Andy’s  workers 
could  have  had  other  garment 
jobs  if  they  had  wanted  them. 
“If  they  say  they’d  rather  be 
sewing  I  can  find  them  jobs,” 
Pepicelli  says,  explaining  that 
Andy’s  workers  were  given 
names  of  potential  employers  in 
the  garment  industry. 

“The  industry  has  shrunk  but 
there’s  still  a  viable  industry  in 
this  city,”  says  Pepicelli,  who 
adds  that  some  shop  owners 
have  complained  that  they 
haven’t  been  able  to  find 
workers. 

Lydia  Lowe,  director  of  the 
CPA  Workers  Center,  says  that 
while  there  may  still  be  jobs  in 
the  garment  industry,  it’s  the  in¬ 
stability  of  the  work  that  has 
become  a  factor  for  many 
workers.  “There’s  little  or  no 
job  stability,”  she  says.

“I  was  told  that  America  was 
a  land  of  laws,”  he  said.  “But 
what  kind  of  laws  do  we  have. 
They  don’t  seem  like  real 
laws.” 

In  a  statement  released  April 
29,  Roache  said  that,  “After  a 
review  of  the  judge’s  ruling  by 
the  city’s  Corporation  Council 
and  by  my  legal  advisers,  it  is 
clear  that  there  is  little  likelihood 
of  success  and  further  appeals  in 
this  matter.” 

Arnwine,  meanwhile,  said  last 
week  that,  although  the  Attorney 
General’s  office  is  appealing  the 
Bakas  decision,  “it  would  have 
been  better  if  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  participated  in  the 
appeal.” 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  any 
legal  basis  for  not  appealing,” 
she  said,  describing  the  commis¬ 
sioner’s  decision  not  to  appeal  as 
a  “political  out.” 

Arnwine  added  that  the  Bakas 
decision  gives  no  detailed 
reasons  for  overruling  the  police 
department  suspension. 
“There’s  not  one  fact  in  the 
whole  decision,”  she  said. 

The  appeal  filed  by  the  At¬ 
torney  General’s  office  states 
that  “The  decision  of  the 
Associate  Justice  (Bakas)  is  er¬ 
roneous  as  a  matter  of  law” 
because  “the  judge  made  no 
subsidiary  findings  and  stated  no 
reasons  to  support  his 
decision.” 

It  further  states  that  the 
“judge  had  no  lawful  basis  for 
concluding  that  the 
commission’s  decision  was  not 
supported  by  substantial 
evidence  on  the  record  as  a 
whole,”  “does  not  violate  con¬ 
stitutional  provisions,”  “is  not 
based  on  errors  of  law  and  was 
not  made  pursuant  to  unlawful 
procedure.” 

Fred  Dow,  executive  director 
of  the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  said  the  Huang  sup¬ 
port  committee  will  continue  to 
seek  a  meeting  with  Roache. 

“We  want  to  know  why  the 
city  refused  to  appeal  a  case  that 
seemed  very  obvious  in  terms  of 
its  weaknesses  and  why  the  city 
has  not  responded  to  the  com- 
mittee’s  requests  for  a 
meeting,”  Dow  said. 

“Apparently  the  openness  of 
the  Flynn  administration  is  in 
question  here,”  Dow  said.

Although  2299  votes  were  cast  in  the 
election  -  more  than  1500  more  than  had 
been  anticipated  -  the  election  was  rife 
with  controversey  from  the  start,  with 
candidates  and  poll  workers  charging  that 
voting  guidelines  had  been  blatantly 
violated.  The  controversey  led  the  coun¬ 
cil  director  and  two  newly-elected 
members  to  resign  on  Monday.  (See 
related  story  on  Page  1). 

According  to  the  council’s  original 
plan,  the  votes  were  to  have  been  counted 


May  2,  the  day  after  the  election.  That 
plan,  however,  was  scrapped  when 
uncertainty  over  the  validity  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  postponed  the  ballot  counting  until 
Saturday  May  14. 

In  a  relatively  close  12  to  eight  vote  last 
Wednesday,  following  testimony  from 
about  nine  people  who  charged  that 
voting  guidelines  had  been  violated,  the 
neighborhood  council  decided  to  uphold 
the  results  of  the  election.  A  letter  was 
then  written  to  the  city  election  depart¬ 
ment  giving  them  approval  to  proceed 
with  the  ballot  count. 

In  a  report  issued  by  Peter  K.  Chan,  a 
council  member  who  did  not  run  in  the 
election,  the  ballots  were  counted  in  the 
election  department  at  City  Hall  Saturday 


by  members  of  the  community  council 
election  commission,  including  Chan, 
Yon  Lee  of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  John  Donovan 
of  the  city  election  department,  and  Ted 
Lee  of  the  Boston  Police  Department. 
Also  helping  were  eight  election  depart¬ 
ment  staff  and  four  volunteers. 

According  to  Chan’s  report,  56 
unopened  ballots  were  disqualified  for  a 
number  of  reasons,  including  15  that  did 
not  contain  the  required  staff  signatures, 
1 1  because  voters  did  not  provide  an  ad¬ 
dress,  1 1  because  voters  were  non- Asians 
who  did  not  live  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  two  because  the  same  person  voted

“But 
what  happened  all  day  (election  day) 
wasn’t  democratic  at  all.
